PORT LAZAliEFF. 

Port liB/.arelt, named after the lluswian 
General who so much distiut^uiahed him- 
belf at the capture of IvarH, and who died 
during the progres.^ of the Turcoman cam- 
paigb, is situated on the northern, 01 more 
Htriotly the eastern, side of the peuinaula 
of Oorea. It lies iu Yuug-hing, or Urough- 
ton'H Bay, which was discovered by Caj)- 
taiu Brouglitou in 1797, and which con- 
tains, perhaps, more fine harbours than all 
the rest of the Corcnn oonsts together. Tho 
bay is filled with nuuierous inlotn, of which 
t'hotoku is eouHidered the nio.st important, 
and the tioiuishint; jiort of <i«'usaii, opened 
to oiterual coinmeroe in May, 188u, fur- 
uitihefi prai'tical evidence that tho advan- 
tages elaiuied for the whole of this gulf or 
bay by mivigulurs arc not fanciful or baaed 
on iuBuflieieiit information. Fort Lazareff 
Itself is sitaated opposite to Gensan, and is 
east of the Coreau town of Youfnn. It is 
alijo near the mouth of the Dangan river 
!iud west of Virginia Bay. Navigation in 
open at all sfasunH of the year, and the 
de])th of the wiitor as well iiH the hifihiie^.i 
of the liilea fiuniMhi-8 uildilinuiil facilitic; 
loruiiikiuo Port J,;i/,iiicn', at the present 
iiionicut only a gcuKniphical tenii, the 
lieudcpiiulfiH (jf RuH^ia'rt I'acilic' si[UHdion. 
Ill ijiaiis' of lhf-:ie purticiihirH S'ladivostock 
could lioi lie c-;cfllcd, Imt its iuauperable 
tlrawback ih that for several of the winter 
iiiuuthH navigation is closed by the ice. 
I'ort Lazareti', it should be stated, has the 
additional advantage of being situated iu 
Kiie of the ijioHt prosperous and wcll- 
peupltd proviiu'eK of Torua. Tlio Itus- 
siaus Hie uuiK-r,-,too(i to l.a.ic their light to 
sei/e J'i>rl l,ii.<in. tl ijii iiccouiit of our ocou- 
|,;ilinu ..f I'crt 1 1 .■imiltou ; l.nit the two 
cases are nidi ally dill'ereiit . I'ort l,a/.aretl' 
IS an iutcgrnl part of tho t'oreau kingdom. 
I ts occupaliou wouKI be resented by tho 
.lapauebe at Genaau, and by the Chinese 
(fovernmeut. Our own iuteresta are snch 
that We could not regard the event with iu- 
ditlerence, and the very ease wiih which wo 
l ould jjreveiit it would lie an udditiuual 
reasou for ujjlioKiiiig llo! treaty rights of 
Con-a. 'I'liosd ri[;lilH were not iiUriiif^ed by 
Ihe I'.iilisli I iovermneiit in oeeui)yiug I'ort 
II iiiuiltoii two r(K-k,v isleis with only a few 
lonideiil fauiilieri of risheiiiicu — for this step 
was taken after an eiprcBS urraiigeiiieiil lio- 
tween tho late Sir Ilarry Tarkes and Li 
JiuDg Chang, and with the acqoiesence of 
the HbouI Government. The two cases 
are, therefor, conipletoly dihsiiuilai .

Previous to ita connection with tho oast, 
its aong was tuned to "J'oitUuul will be;" 
now that its expectations have not been 
fulfilled to the extant anticipated and 
predicted — owing more, perhaps, to the 
aupinenoBB and indid'orence of its business 
men than to its unritnoaa, geographically, 
for boiu^ a commercial centre to moro 
than the Willamatte valley— it haa 
changed to "FortlanJ mu.tl and every 
indication points to the probability of tiio 
burclen «f its song being m a very few 
years " Portlmid lian heen." 

It has aspirationa. t'.io it fondly cher- 
ished waa ita being choson aa the tea p.irt, 
of the Pacilic slope. At last ita wish wan 
re<iliy,ed, and 011 the 'Jiui iiist. , after a 
passage uf forty live d^ya, the "Carrier 
Dove," the arifoitaut of the trade to tiio 
CoUiiiibia river, arrived at Astoria. How 
eagerly she was expected may be inferred 
from the fact that one of I'ortland's loail- 
in^ cigar manufacturers Imd inl rudiiccd a 
special brand of cigars licariiio the ship's 
name, to the purchasers of which pri/.ja 
wore to be given on her arrival. On 
Thursday morning, the i>th, the Ore - 
goniaii aniiounoed the dnoking of the tea 
ship early that morning at Portland, 
although it had overloukod inentioiiiiig 
the fact, ill its previous iasuu, thai she 
was detained by Imv water at St. lielon's 
bar, in the Coliiiiibia, only thirty miles 
below tlie cily. Her time from Aatoria 
to I'orllaiid was abuilt » inilu in forty - 
five miuutoa. Wlietlier alie was lightered 
or not, till" public niilsidi' of Portland, 
are left lo jjuesa; for, jii all iniahapa, 
which it caiiiiot transfer 1,1 other slmuld- 
dors, than those of Oic^',,ii, the I'ortlaiul 
press ia iinifuriiily silent. 

Portland's bugbear iu this, as m all iii:it- 
terB trauBcoutiueutal, has been Tacouia, 
Last year decided Us fate— for the jiresent 
at least— as a port of entry for tea; and, 
now that the Hhidlowness ,)( water 111 tho 
t'oluiiibirt lliver lias virtually settled tho 
HUestion against t)reL;oirs nietropiilis, llui 
latter or^aa, like a doj^ iu the manner, lets 
fly tho foUowiutj: " Two tlrn^s are making,' 
life a burden fur a papi>r at Tacoiiia. Ono 
is the tiict that n tea ship whicli cauie to 
Portland lust week w'asu't wreckeil at tho 
mouth of the Columbia, and all hands 
lost," But there are drawbacks, other 
than the month of the CoUimbia, which 
cause a ship uometimeB to be delayed over 
forty hours iu docking at Portland, after 
having safely entered the river. 

We liave reason to coni^-ratulato ourselves 
on our position iiud prospects. With uio' 
port of eiilr;^' for tea ships, accessil^e with- 
out delay from treacherous ocean, or inter- 
rupting river bars; with no necessity tor a 
tow of luiiiiy boms to rouch it; with a 
pilotage and towage system organized to 
/(irlliUilc desi)atcli, all that wo lacked was a 
trauBCOutiueutal service, aud a proper 
method of conducting it. The Flint ai 
rived without mishap at Port Moody; her 
cargo was trniisf erred lo the cars ot the 
Cauadiau Pacilic, aud cmricd to its several 
destiua'ious at an average ruiiuiug time of 
uineteeii miles an lioin- through. New 
Vork is neaier ilie I'acilie ( 'oaht by iiliout 
nine hundred miles by tins read than iroy 
other, or by this ruiiniiif; time about torly- 
live hours. With our seapiut always ac- 
cessible, the rnuuiug time ol our niilroail 
OOuneotioOB ao much better, are we too 
sanguine when wo asseit tiie [irojihecy 
that, in the ftiture, both Portland and Ta- 
oouiii will bo uumbercd among the "has 
beeua," ho fur as regards tea shipping;; and 
that Port iluody will leuiain the only com- 
petitor with San I'raneiKco and a very 
.formidable oue, too, she will provo.

Il is too early to enter into de- 
tails, but it is the duty of every govern- 
ment to devote its whole eneri;ies to free- 
ing the loyal people of Ireland from tho 
ooiistraiiila exercised on them, whutber in 
the form of riot or in the more dangerous, 
iniidiouB, and infective form of outrugo 
and intimidation. While admitting the 
great dilticulty and responsibility of the 
task which are so great that previous gov- 
Brnmeiita, e<iuttlly anxious with our- 
solvea, only auecoeded temporarily aud to 
all imperfect extent. \Vb poasess an ad- 
vantage over our predecoaaora which wo 
hope to turr. to ijood use. W'u bear a 
mandate from the peojilo deciding 
liiiully, and in uiy o|iinion, irre- 
vocably the i|ue8tion which haa wrecked 
llie peace of Ireland. [Oheera. ) The 
ijuestion of ail iiidepoiident govoriiineiit 
III Irubiiid, after deep discuasioii and ad- 
vocicy by the moat powerful stutesinaii 
this country has ever seen, has been re- 
jected emphatitnlly and unequivocably by 
a largo majority of the people of the 
kingdom. It is not unworthy lo remark 
thai moat of the voices in favor uf separa 
tim have been obtained by the oarsoiial 
mtliieiice of that gruut atateBUiaii, and 
upon other considerations apart from tho 
merits of the question. I believe that 
our opponeiiis will eventually admit that 
this IS Kiiglaiid'a final decision; armed 
with whicti it IS onr duty to restore in 
Ireland that social older the loos of which 
IS llie only just cause for its discontent. 
I am convinced that in such pjlicy we 
shall lind the airoiigest support iu the 
enormous populutiou of which you are 
the true represeiilativoa.

the Hulieat Buliuver in the World," and 
that it was traiiBlatod into very c.\collent 
latin by Mr. (lladatonu a (|uarter of a 
century ago. But it appears from the 
Ituatoii iMuaical Herald that wo have for 
110 years laboured under » delusion. The 
hymn was roally written by an American 
liuly only about six years since. The cir- 
cuniBtancos are so extraordinary that they 
may be (niuted iiere: — - 

" 'liock of Agea, cleft for ine,' ia the 
opening poem in 'Songs of Sunshine and 
Shadow,' by Maud Moore, Mrs. Ella 
Maude ^Suith) Moore is the wife of J . E. 
Moore, a lawyer, of Thomaaton, Me. 
'Rock of Agea' lirat iippoared anony- 
iiioualy in an .\uguata (Mo.) paper, the 
Maine Standard, we think, b'our yo.ira 
afterwards it waa printed in a Western 
paper, over tho signature of a gentleman. 
I'wo years later this came to tho notice 
of Mrs. Moore. The editor of the Au- 
guata [lapor immediately entered into cor- 
respondence with the Woatornor, who 
chiiinod to luive written it at a certain 
time; but, aa thu Augusta editor could 
datu Its publication four years earliur, thu 
Weaturn man retired from the field. Mra. 
Moure's thoughts flow so naturally and 
gracefully that the tender, loving, stanzaa 
find a warm welcome in our hearts." 

Lot ua, tlu.roforo, render all duo honor 
to tho lawyer'a wife of Thomuaton, Mo. 
That lady, it will be noticed, sent the 
work to the Maine Standard, whose 
editor probably know no more of "Rock 
of .Vgea ' than he did of Sanskrit. A 
"gentleman" (name unknown) imposed 
this piom upon u woatorii paper, the 
editor of which had also Hjjiiarontly never 
huird of it. On behalf of England an 
apidogy inuat, therefore, be tendered to 
the lady of Maine, whose poem (written 
only SIX years ago) waa ao uncoreinnnioua- 
ly pirated by Toi>lady, who, possibly in 
order to aiiilo the lady in ipieation, moat 
llngallantly died aa far back a.l 1778. 
Perhaps if congress haa any money to 
apaie it iiiii<lit uaefully bu apent in the 
purchaao of a few hymn hooka to be dis- 
tributed among editors of western papers 
and lawytra' wives of Thomaston, Me. 
Somebody in America might then coiua 
forward as tlie child-author of "Hark the 
Herald Angela aing," or oven "The Old

A PRIM4 Donna Becomes INSANE through 

CKIEF at the THEATRE' 

London, Aug. 2. — A tragic story is

gageiuent. While there the uiothor 
LecAnie ill. Pliysicians wore callod, but 
the patient steadily ;,'rew worne. Ziii- 
ria attended at the lu'dHidt' of bi;r 
mother during tho day, und generally 
appearod at the theatre eauli night, 
leaving her hrothora to watch over the 
aiok one. One night while Zairia wuh 
absent at the tbeati-e, the physicians 
informed herbrothera that their mother 
WUH in a hopolesH condition and could 
live but a few hourd at the most. The 
tilder of ihf lirotlun-B, crazed by grief at 
I he aiinouni-emcnt, Heized a jhhIoI and 
ahot hinisell: dead in ..he presence of 
his mother, who expired almost ini 
mediately afterward. The younger 
brother hastened to llie theatre to in- 
form his sister Ho waa admitted, and 
jnot her juHt as nbe was leaving the 
.stajie, liiirdened rt iili llowers and her 
ears ringing with the applause of the 
audieuue. In a few words he told her 
what had hajjpened, when with a 
scream that was beard all over the 
house, blie ran to a wiiiJi)w and at 
lenipteil to throw her.self to t he groiuui. 
tihti wus rehtraiiied ity fi'ieiids who, at- 
tracted by her oriea, rushed towanls 
lier and she was immediately conveyed 
to her apartments. When her parox 
ysm of grief had subsided, it was found 
that tha shock had deprived her of her 
ruasou permanently, the physieianb 
fear, ami nhe is now conBned in an 
asylum. 

An lowii Divorce Cuse. 

A divoi-L-o case in which the loWa 
-Supreme Uoui-L lias just given an opin- 
ion shows that, it does not. nniuire very 
serious grounds on which to move for 
a dissolution of the matrimonial cou- 
traot in that Stale. 

The parties to the suit were Drat 
joined' together in inarriagu about live 
years ago, onti being a widower and -the 
other a widow, .\fter eighteen lUDntha 
of weikled life the wife obtained a di 
voruP Oil tlu; L;rinind of "aueli inhuman 
treatment as endangered her life." In 
less than a year they were married 
again, and soon after more divorce pro- 
ceedings followed. This time the hus- 
band wax the complainant, and in turn 
he ohargpil his spouse with "such in- 
liuui.in treatment as endangered his 
life." 

He alleged that she applied to him 
"epithets not to be commended;" that 
"she refused to kneel when he was on- 
gaged in prayer, and one oeeasion w hen 
he wa.s so engaged in liia bed room sbo 
caine unneeessaiily into the room and 
interrupted him;" and, tinally, that she 
threatened him w-itli personal violence. 
The specification under the last allega- 
tion was that at one cime when they 
"were seated at the supper table" he 
laid before her a "bill for a chea]) 
dress," whereupon "she struck it from 
the table and lin.tUy threw it at him, 
Mtd that either the paper or her hand 
struck him in the eye." 

The divorce was granted by tho low- 
er court, but the wife appeahtd to the 
Supreme Court and secured a rever.ial 
of the decree. The latter tribunal found 
tlutt "no bodily harm was doni; or in 
tended," and declared that "this sec- 
ond iiiiitrimonial v(Uiture should not 
be iiglitiv di.s.solvL'd," "U'e reaidi this 
conclusion the more readil>," the court 
added, "as the plaintid testitieB he 
loves his wife and would gladly wel 
l unio her back to bis home if she will 
do lietter; while the defendant testi- 
ties t!i:a she loves hi-r husband and 
■.xHihl wiiliiiL;l\' live with him if he 
would reform," — ,.\', )'. Herald.
